Their feet be- 
come soaked unless they have rubber 
boots, and a change can't be made from 
shoes to boots when the men are in 
action. | 


Twofold Protection. 

“In the artillery men see plenty of 
trench fighting from gun pits and from 
communicating trenches, Frequently 
they are up to their ankles in mud and 
water for long stretches. Without rub- 
ber boots high enough to keep mud from 
falling into the boot tops from the sides 
of the trenches and high enough to keep 
out water, the men suffer a great deal 
from trouble with their feet. Quite often 
soldiers love toes, or perhaps a foot, with- 
out such protection, 

Rubber boots used under these condi- 
tions should be big enough also to enable 
a man to put on large woolen sox.”

Wan TAX LEGISLATION. 

It is reported from Washington that the framers 
of the war tax bill are organizing for its support 

a that cloture may be enforced if debate is un- 
duly prolonged. | 

It is high time. For fair consideration of the 
problems of war taxation ample time should be 
allowed and, we think, has been. But there is no 
reason why the right of debate should be used to 
cover political campaigning or anti-war propa- 
ganda. There is, on the contrary, very urgent 
need for protecting the consideration of tax legisla- 
tion from being exploited by gentlemen who want 
to make material to serve presidential or other 
political ambitions or who wish to retard the vig- 
orous prosecution of the war against Germany. 

The business community is suffering evil effects 
from the suspense involved in the protracted con- 
sideration of this vitally important and wholly 
unprecedented fiscal measure. The delay has been 
necessary, considering our legislative methods, but 

it should not be prolonged to serve the purposes of 
politicians or opponents of the war. The debate in 
the senate is taking on more and more evidently a 
political complexion, and if this process continues 
we shall have a hodge podge measure and in the 
business world a most natural but disastrous 
alarm. When the revenue measure passes to the 
house we may be unhappily sure that every oppo- 
nent of the war and every politician with a bee will 
make its consideration his opportunity, and more 
time will be thrown away, while American busi- 
ness, confronted with the heaviest responsibilities 
of its history, is left in the gravest uncertainty and 
increasing alarm. 

We devoutly pray that there are safe majorities 
fn both chambers which can be relied upon to op- 
pose this exploitation of the revenue problem and 
which feel an adequate sense of responsibility for

the successful conduct of the war and the protec-. 


tion of the interests of the nation against the dem- 
agogue, the self-seeker, and the enemy of the 
American cause. We say again with all earnest- 
ness that if congress does not exercise caution and 
moderation in the imposition of this extraordinary 
taxation it will precipitate a financial and business 
condition which will not only cause great suffering 
and injury in America but will be worth many 
army corps to the enemy. Generous provision 
should be made for our needs and such pressing 
needs of our allies as we can supply. But the 


greatest of all needs is the healthy stimulation of 


American business in order that it may perform 
its basic function of supply. Clumsy, excessive, 
and ill adjusted taxation will paralyze American 
business energy, and congress, instead of listening 
to tormula- hunting theorists and phrase-making 
ponticians, s should attend to the advice of the men 
who must themselves provide the sinews of war.

* Gen. Bell, in command at Houston, Tex., says he 


gees no reason why the Eighth Illinois infantry, 
our colored regiment, should not be trained at 
Camp Logan. “They have always behaved them- 
selves,” says Gen. Bell; “and I am sure they will 
now.” 

This, we believe, is only justice to the men of 
the Eighth and its officers. The men will behave. 
But how is Houston going to behave toward them? 
It takes two to make a decent situation at Hous- 
ton. The outbreak of the regulars was indefensible 
and must be punished with the full rigor of mili- 
tary law. The murder of Capt. Mattés was a hor- 
rible crimé, and the men who did it, if they are not 
yet found, should be run down and punished as any 
such white brute would be. But for the situation 
which preceded this outbreak the race sentiment 
in Houston and the spirit shown by local police 
seems to have been an immediate factor of respon- 
sibility. 

Men who wear the uniform of the United States, 
who are deemed fit to carry the flag and to die for 
dt, are entitled to be treated with consideration, 
whether their skins are white or black. If the 
southern communities cannot respect the color they

there is danger that they will do neither then our 
colored soldiers ought not to be sent south. 

Wo respect the Highth regiment for wanting to 
go to Houston to prove its soldierly discipline and 
self-restraint under all conditions.

When dealers talk 
circulation of air in an icebox, it is 
worth while 1 that the cause 
is poor insulation, and that such a re 
frigerator will be an ice eater. 

An icebox with just enough circula- 
tion will not impart the flavors of veg- 
etables to the milk and butter. The 
warmer air from aroand the food flows 
to the ice, where the moisture and the 
odors are chilled out of it. It is for this 
reason that iceboxes, as distinguished 
from refrigerators, are so prone to im 
part odors. 

An icebox consists of an insulated box 
with a cover on the top. Both food 
and ice are placed in the box from the 
top. Iceboxes maintain low tempera- 
tures jn the food chambers. They are 
economical of ice. A $50 1 will 
keep a lower temperature and will eat 
less ice than a $50 refrigerator of the 
same storage capacity. But they are 
not so easily cleaned, the humidity is 
generally too high, and the circulation 
of air ia poor, and they score low on 
drainage and looks. 

In refrigerators, where the circulation 
of air is poor, the inside of the walls 
are prone to sweat. The amount of wall 
eweating is a very rough 3 ot * 
air circulation.

RANCES government has shown 

on a number of occasions since 

the beginning of the war that it 

was ready to recognize patriotic 
service to the nation, no matter whether 
performed by its political friends or by 
its adversaries. Many a royalist has 
received promotion or dedorations for 
heroism on the battlefield. Aad now 
President Poincaré has just bestowed 
the Cross of the Legion of Honor upon 
the Duke of Luynes, who is the grand 
master of the heusehold of the Duke 
of Orleans and head of ae Royalist 
party in France. 

The Duke of Luynes, 18 is in his- 
50th year, and whose father fell in the 
battle of Patay in the Franco-German 
war of 1870, rejoined the army, in which 
he held a commission of captain of the 
reserve of the Seventeenth regiment of 
chasseurs-a-cheval, as soon as ever the 
war broke out, although he was away 
beyond the military age. He was im- 
mediately sent to the front and served 
there with much merit and distinction 
until last year, when he was appointed 
by the war department in Paris to pro- 
ceed with several other officers to Rou- 
manda to assist King Ferdinand to ré- 
organize his army after its retreat to 
Jassy and betrayal by the Russians. 

There the Duc de Luynes did so well 
that he was recommended by the head 
of the mission for the Cross of the 
Legion of Honor, which has now been 
bestowed upon him and which he un- 
doubtedly values far more than all 
the grand cordons which he has re- 
ceived on the occasion of his visits 
the various courts of Europe in atte 
ance upon thé Dele of Ofteans. a 


The duke is married to a sister of 
the present Duke of Uses and as his 
énly sister is married to the Duc de 
Noallles, and his wife's sister, now dead, 
was married to the Duo de Brissac, all 
these dukes and duchesses, each bear- 
ing a historic name and possessed of 
great wealth, form an influential coterie 
and are known im Paris 4 “the party 
of the dukes.” 

Besides being tenth of Luynes 
the duke is also Duke Chevreuse, 
Prince of Neuchatel and of Vallengin, 
titles that have been in his family for 
200. years; also Duke of Montfort and 
Comte de Dunols, all of them names 
that have figured repeatedly in French 


history. 

‘The family is of Italian origin aria 
its patronymic is D’Albert, which is the 
Gallicised form of Alberti. ‘The Al- 
bertis were in the thirteenth and four- 
teenth centuries one of the grandest 
patrician houses of Florence. They have 
been settled in France since the reign 
of Charles VII, and the dukedom of 
Luynes dates from 1619, when it was 
eréated in favor of Charles, Marquis 
d' Albert, and grand constable of France. 
Unlike so many other French, honors, 
ft has descended since then through the 
male line direct, and as the present duke 
has two sons, the elder of whom bears 
his father's second title of Duc de 
Chévreuse, and the other that of Comte 
de Dunois, the further succession seems

Would Imperil Nation. 
“The government expects us to take 
care of the wounded soldiers and sailors 
later on, as well as our own sick, but 
unless something is done to remedy the 
situation we not only will be unable to 
take care of the wounded among the 
fighting men but we will be unable to 
care for our home sick properly,” said 
Mr. Day. 
“England made this great mistake at 
the beginning of the war. Without 
stopping to consider what the effect 
would be the medical students and in- 
ternes were hurried off to the war, with 
the result that great suffering prevailed 
among the sick at home and at the 
Same time the hospitals were inadequate- 
ly manned for the added work due to 
the wounded sent back home.

HE wartime work of the women of 
Canada was the subject of an in- 
formal talk given yesterday at the 
headquarters of the woman's com- 
mittee by Miss Winifred Warder of 
Cairo, III.. chairman of the Alexander 
County Division’ of the Woman's com- 
mittee, 

“The women of Canada are truly an 
example to all the rest of us,” said 
Miss Warder, who has just returned 
from Toronto. 

“We in this country do not know 
what those women have been through 

still enduring with a patience 
cheerfulness that is wonderfully in- 
spiring. 

“They do not go about with a doléful 
air and tell every one the story of their 
grief for the son or brother or husbana 
who-has been lost in the war. They 
turn their attention to helping those 
sons and brothers and husbands who are 
left. And they do not expend their en- 
ergy in making useless things for the 
men at the front. They find out what 
the men want and then get it for them. 

“ They knit furiously all the time, be- 
tween courses at dinner, at the theater, 
at weddings, everywhere the knitting 
needies fly.

: Mr. Brand’s declaration that he is not 
opposing the United States, now that 
war has been declared on Germnay, is 
uin reply to the suit started against the 
aer Terra Cotta company by 
John D. Beebe. Mr. Brand was a di-

pany. It was planned to manufacture 
crucibles, This was before war va 
declared on the kaiser, . 


Brand Dictated Clause. 
Beebe got a contract with the com- 
pany, as a selling agent. 
ted by Mr. Brand in the contract that 
no crucibles should be sold to any firm 
that was engaged in manufacturing 
munitions. At that time the United 
States was not officially at war with 
Germany and ammunition exported from 
this country was consigned to the allies. 
The Brand firm incorporated an iron- 
bound clause in the contract that not 
a single crucible was to aid in the manu- 
facture of any of this ammunition. 
Beebe says Mr. Brand himself dictated 
that clause in thé contract. He also 
says Mr. Brand wrote him a letter in 
which he stated again that no part of 
the output of the crucible company 
should be diverted to the manufacture 
of munitions. Beebe says Mr. Brand 
and other officials of the company were 
particularly emphatic on this point. 


Chronology of Trouble. 

The chronology of the trouble, as set 
forth by Beebe, who sues for $564,500, 
follows: 

March 14 Beebe alleges he signed the 
contract with the Brand firm to sell the 
crucibles to be manufactured by the 
company, which sometimes are used in 
making shells and other munitions. Mr. 
Brand admits he signed the contract as 
one of the officers of the company. 
2 April 6 the Dpited States declared

pany, which firm is the selling agent 
for the Michigan Copper and Brass com- 
pany of Detroit, manufacturer of brass 
blanks for shells. 


“Turned Down Order.“
